MONTREAL — His nation on the 
brink of splitting, Prime Minister Jean 
Chretien pleaded Tuesday with his 
fellow Quebecois to thwart the sepa- 
ratists who now predict victory in 
next week’s independence referen- 
dum. 

Trying to recoup 
from a disastrous 
week in which the 
separatists surged 
into the lead, 
Chretien drew the 
biggest federalist 
crowd of the cam- 
paign — at least 
8,000 people — to a sports arena in 
suburban Montreal. 

“The future of this country will be 
played out within one week,” 
Chreti-n said, referring to Monday’s 
referendum. “Canada is at stake. ... It 
is a country worth fighting for.” 

The speech, to an impassioned 
crowd chanting “Non, non” to sepa- 
ratism as they waved Canadian and 
Quebec flags, was one of the most 
important of Chretien’s career. 

Making clear his sense of urgency, 
he also booked television time 
Wednesday evening for an address to 
the nation. It was the first time he had 
ever made use of a federal act allow- 
ing such an address if it is deemed 
crucially important to Canadians.

PLO, Israel 
study holy 
city’s fate

“— Israelis “and 
Palestinians have quietly begun to 
tackle the most explosive issue on 
their agenda — a solution for 
Jerusalem, the city claimed by both as 
a capital. Israel-PLO talks on the final 
status of Jerusalem are to begin by 
May 4. 

Officials confirmed Tuesday that 
Israeli and Palestinian academics with 
close links to their political leaders 
are exploring various models, ranging 
from Palestinian self-rule in the city 
to establishing two municipalities. ~ 

Among the Israeli academics 
involved is Yair Hirschfeld, a history 
professor who helped set up secret 
talks in Oslo, Norway, that led to-the 
1993 Israel-PLO accord on 
Palestinian autonomy. 

Hirschfeld said Tuesday he was in 
the early stages of private research on 
Jerusalem and has no public mandate. 
Israeli Economics Minister Yossi 
Beilin, Hirschfeld’s mentor and a key 
player in the Oslo talks, also dis- 
avowed a connection. 

Israeli officials have said 
Jerusalem’s future is so sensitive the 
government would avoid writing 
position papers in-house so no policy 
option would appear to have official 
sanction. Think tanks were to be com- 
missioned to do the initial work. 

This is in keeping with the Oslo 
talks, when Israeli academics initially 
developed an autonomy model with 
PLO officials. When the dialogue 
became promising, Israel sent in high- 
level negotiators from the Foreign 
Ministry to lead the talks. 

Beilin said Tuesday that Israel 
would have to give the Palestinians a 
measure of self-rule in Jerusalem if 
Israel wanted to win the world’s 
recognition of the city as its capital. 

“We will not be able to, and we 
shouldn’t, ignore the 170,000 
Palestinians who live in Jerusalem 
and who are entitled to live according 
to their own culture and norms,” 
Beilin said in an interview. 

“To deal with the matter, I suggest 
adopting the idea of the former 
mayor, Teddy Kollek, who suggested 
self-administration,” Beilin said. 
“This means neighborhoods, includ- 
ing the Palestinian areas, will be able 
to elect their own representatives and 
deal with day-to-day issues.’ 

However, Beilin denied a report in 
Israel’s Haaretz daily that he favored 
giving the Palestinians sovereignty in 
Jerusalem. IAS

a troubled teen-ager, is a convicted child molester who once videotaped him- 
self having oral sex with a 12-year-old actor. 

‘The film’s release this Friday in 1,200 U.S. theaters has prompted the 
molestation victim, Nathan Winters, now 20, to go public with his ordeal to 
protest Disney’s employment of filmmaker Victor Salva. 

*On Monday night, Winters and five friends picketed outside the industry 
screening of “Powder,” handing leaflets about Salva’s conviction to hundreds 
gf grim-faced Hollywood executives leaving the theater. 

*“Please don’t spend your money on this movie,” the leaflets urged. “It would 
just go to line the pockets of this child molester.” The friends toted signs: 
“Victor Salva: Writer, Director, Child Molester” and “Support the Victim, not 
the Victimizer.” 

- Winters’ decision to go public, Disney’s reaction and the inevitable media 
attention all raise the knotty question of whether registered sex offenders, apart 
from perpetrators of all other crimes, should live under societal restrictions 
upon their completion of punishment. 


New Denver airport flunks blizzard test 


~ DENVER — The airport that was supposed to keep America’s flights on time 
in.any kind of weather failed the test during its first blizzard. 


-A-storm that dumped a half-foot of snow crippled the new Denver 


International Airport. Snow and rain leaked through the tower roof and fell on 
coniputer equipment, prompting state and federal investigations. 

“One plane took a wrong turn and got stuck in a snow drift, forcing airport 
offieials to cancel landings for 45 minutes. Another plane aborted its landing at 
thé last second because of a snow-removal truck on the runway. 

-Gates were clogged while planes waited for de-icing. 

~Névertheless, officials said the airport, which opened 16 months late and 
more than $3 billion over budget on Feb. 28, weathered whiteout conditions 
better than any other airport in the world. 


Budget cuts eliminate random IRS tax audits 


WASHINGTON — Bowing to the will of Congress, the Internal Revenue 
Service says it will stop conducting more than 100,000 random exhaustive tax- 
payer audits each year. 

IRS spokesman Frank Keith said Monday the agency had decided to “indefi- 
mitely postpone” the Taxpayer Compliance Measurement Program, or TCMP, 
which was scheduled to start Dec. | for 153,000 taxpayers. The audits had 
already been delayed two months while Congress reviewed the IRS budget. 

‘The Republican-run Congress is moving in a House-Senate conference com- 
mittee to cut the 1996 IRS budget from $8.2 billion to $7.4 billion. Eliminating 
the TCMP audits will save the IRS $1.5 billion, according to Keith. 

‘The random full audits, which take up to 30 months, were designed to spot 
trends to help the IRS target regular audits where they’Il do the most good. 


Death penalty ruling upheld for child killer 


!'SALT LAKE CITY — The Utah Supreme Court upheld the death penalty 
conviction of child murderer John Albert Taylor, deciding unanimously that 
Taylor knew what he was doing when he waived a jury trial. 

‘Taylor claimed that his trial attorneys, Martin Gravis and Don Redd, did not 
adequately represent him and he was unaware of the ramifications of having 
2nd District Judge David Roth hear the case instead of a jury. 

Roth sentenced Taylor to death in 1989 for the murder of 11-year-old Charla 
King, who was raped and strangled with a telephone cord. 

*Taylor’s attorneys defended him thoroughly and had good reason to advise 
him to avoid a jury trial given the nature of his crime, the five justices found. 
«A bad outcome alone does not permit an inference of deficient perfor- 
mance,” Justice Christine Durham wrote in the opinion released late Monday. 
*“Taylor had very little going for him in the penalty phase, and the determina- 
tron-that his chances were better with a judge than a jury was perfectly plausi- 
ble.” 

‘Edward Brass, Taylor’s attorney for the past two years, said he will appeal to 
the U.S. Supreme Court.

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Firefighters to use donated Humme

A Salt Lake woman has donated a 
Hummer, a $60,000 state-of-the-art, 
off-the-road vehicle, to help fight 
wilderness fires, according to a press 
release from the Utah Division of 
Sovereign Land and Forestry. 

The division is planning to convert 
the Hummer into a fire engine. 

Firefighters have limited ways to get 
to forest fires. For example, they must 
hike with equipment, parachute to 
areas with smoke jumpers and drive 
standard four-wheel vehicles only to 
those areas the car can handle, said 
Jim Springer of the Department of 
Natural Resources, part of the divi- 
sion. 

The Hummer, donated by Kim 
Anderson, is capable of going almost 
anywhere: it can forge streams up to 
30 inches in depth, climb a 60 percent 
slope and drive over logs and rocks 
up to 16 inches in diameter. 

The Hummer is not equipped now 
for firefighting, but Springer hopes to 
have it ready for test use by next sea- 
son. 

If the Hummer improves firefighting 
performance, and if it will last as long 
as three commercial four-wheel-drive 
trucks, it will be worth taxpayers’ 
money to purchase several Hummers, 
Springer said. 

It will take several fire seasons to 
figure out the expenses and effective- 
ness of the Hummer, Springer said. 

“Without the donation, there was no 
way we could test this possibility,” 


Springer said. 

“She must be a very civic-minded 
person to use her own funds to donate 
the Hummer to the Division of 
Sovereign Land and Forestry for us to 
pursue this study,” he said.

The people are very helpful and everyone works hard, 
she said. Perades had 40 volunteers in her group, and they 
planted new bulbs. If she had had the chance, Perades said 
she would do it again because it was a great opportunity.

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Provo Temple’s 
grounds crew 
better equipped 
than other crews

Because the Provo Temple is so 
close to BYU, the temple’s grounds 
crew is a little bit larger and better 
equipped than some of the other tem- 
ple crews, said Will Terris, gardening 
maintenance supervisor. 

“The Jordan River Temple (garden- 
er) has called us and asked us how we 
are able to do such beautiful work up 
on the temple,” Terris said. “We get a 
better service with the university so 
close.” 

For example, he said, it takes about 
10 hours for the grounds crew at the 
Jordan River Temple to remove snow 
from the grounds, but at the Provo 
Temple, with the help of heavy equip- 
ment from BYU, snow is removed 
quite quickly. 

Each semester there are about eight 
BYU students who work on Provo 
Temple’s grounds. One worker, Jenny 
Walsman, 20, a junior from 
Gaichersburg, Md. majoring in sociol- 
ogy, works on the temple grounds in 
the afternoons. She said temple 
patrons always appreciate how beauti- 
ful the grounds look. 

“We get compliments all the time,” 
she said. “Since it’s so pretty, they 
(the patrons) really appreciate it.” 

Inspections of the grounds are done 
by the Salt Lake Temple architect, 
Terris said. 

“The Salt Lake architect will come 
down and do inspections of the area,” 
he said. “They always tell us it’s won- 
derful, and the temple looks beauti- 
ful.” 

Since the temple is closed on 
Mondays, Terris said the grounds 
crew reserves noisy gardening activi- 
ties for that day. 

“One of the reasons we do it (lawn 
mowing, electric clipping) on 
Mondays is because of the noise 
level,” Terris said. 

“With the serenity of the temple; we 
want to keep it quiet. It’s kind of hard 
to get the spirit of the temple with all 
that racket.” 

Other gardening activities, such as 
weeding and planting flowers are 
done-throughout-the week; since-those 
activities aren’t as noisy and distract- 
ing for temple patrons, Terris said. 
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UN. gathering of leaders 
rejuvenates peace efforts 


s the United States played host this week to the greatest gathering of 

world leaders in our time, nations discussed their differences in more 

than 500 bilateral meetings in New York. “More than 200 kings, 
presidents, prime ministers, foreign ministers and other leaders of United 
Nations member states and organizations” attended the four-day conference, 
according to the Associated Press. They came to reaffirm their commitment 
to'U.N. ideals in celebration of Tuesday’s 50th anniversary of the U.N. char- 
ter’s ratification. The historic gathering is striking evidence that the United 
Nations is still a formidable force for good in the world, despite the new 
wave of anti-U.N. fervor sweeping the United States. 

Yéars after the success of the U.N. coalition that drove Iraqi invaders from 
Kuwait in the Persian Gulf War, the United Nations is drawing fire from 
critiés for its perceived mishandling of conflicts in Somalia and Bosnia. 
However, these critics fail to recognize that many starving and indigent peo- 
ple-have been saved from death by U.N. foodstuffs and peacekeeping assis- 
tance in those war-torn countries. Furthermore, Bosnia has brokered a 
ceasefire with U.N. support that may ultimately end in a peace agreement. 
Russian President Boris Yeltsin and President Clinton agreed during a 
friendly summit Monday to put aside their nations’ differences over Bosnia. 
Both agreed that peace in Bosnia is the common goal. The summit was suc- 
cessful beyond the expectations of media pundits who had predicted it 
would be a disaster, prompting Yeltsin to tell the media, “Well, now for the 
first time I can tell you that you’re a disaster.” 

U.N. supporters must concede some points to its detractors, though. The 
United Nations can only achieve anything when its member states agree, 
and the chore of securing agreement on any resolution among their widely 
varied interests is nearly insurmountable. Images of U.N. peacekeepers held 
hostage by Serb forces have fueled the critics’ notion that the organization 
has been hobbled by fragmentation. Furthermore, the exclusion of contro- 
versial leaders such as Fidel Castro and Yassir Arafat from a dinner for 
world leaders Saturday showed us there are still some deep divisions within 
the United Nations. However, the competing interests of member states can 
also be a strength as they provide a check of U.N. power. 

Some fear the U.N. because they perceive it to be a godless organization, 
which is partially true. The organization has distanced itself from favoring 
any one religion or agreeing on any one god. Its members come from 
diverse religious backgrounds with starkly different beliefs. Similar to the 
U.S. “separation of church and state” ideal, the U.N. recognizes it would be 
wholly ineffective if it were to mire itself in religious disagreements. But it 
does not seek to discourage personal religious devotion, and through its 
emphasis on the family, has even encouraged moral values. 

Conspiracy theorists view the United Nations as an international plot to 
strip the United States and other nations of their sovereignty and their 
human rights. This could not be further from the truth. Nations who ignore 
the sovereignty of other member states have been dealt with harshly by the 
United Nations. Saddam Hussein has discovered there is no quicker way to 
run afoul of the U.N. member states than to commit this error. When Iraqi 
troops plundered relatively defenseless Kuwait at Hussein’s command, the 
U.N. international coalition punished Iraq by blasting it into submission. Yet 
the United Nations did not drive Hussein from power, as that would have 
undermined Iraq’s national sovereignty. 

We. are fortunate to live in a time when many world leaders are willing to 
settle their differences through diplomacy rather than armed conflict. The 
United Nations brought most of the world’s leaders together in one city this 
week for a reaffirmation of peaceful goals. Although the gathering did not 
solve all the world’s conflicts, 1t certainly eased some while paving the way 
for peaceable resolution of others. Such a resounding effort serves as a sim- 
ple lesson: Through continued support of U.N. ideals, we can work to stabi- 
lize the world’s precarious balance of power without the needless destruc- 
tion of world wars like those of past generations.

To the Editor: 
In response to the recent proposal by President Clinton’s 
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submitted in person at the Universe offices on the fifth 


floor of the Ernest L. Wilkinson Center, sent by E-Mail 
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security advisers to send Americans into the Bosnia con- 
flict, I must take a stand. The idea, from the reports I’ve 
read, is to send 20,000 Americans to Bosnia to make them 
behave, which will directly cost $1.5 billion (that doesn’t 
include lost wages, lives, and time). The general who 
reported to the Senate Armed Services Committee said he 
could only hope to downsize this massive army in a year. 

This sounds to me like another ploy to get us involved in 
affairs that are none of our business. Our government offi- 
cials seem to have this drive to keep America right in the 
center of world affairs, claiming that peace just won't hap- 
pen without our intervention. It is very hard to see the 
reports that come in from both sides of the warring states 
in Europe; however, I recommend that we try to control 
only those things that we have the right to control. We can 
offer advice, we can help them negotiate, we can set an 
example, but we must remember the mistakes of our past 
and not get involved in something that will only cost more 
lives and leave less freedom both for those people and for 
us. Somehow the government feels it can use our money 
any way it pleases; it needs to be downsized and controlled 
by those who gave it power in the first place: the 
American people. 

When the government drives us into unnecessary blood- 
shed that does not threaten our freedom, it infringes on our 
basic Constitutional rights. The preamble to the 
Constitution says we have come together as a Union to 
“..promote the general welfare, and secure the blessings of 
liberty to ourselves and our posterity...” General welfare is 
that which provides for the collective needs of those in the 
Union, not for the needs of every warring country. 

Let us protect the freedom of those living in Bosnia, and 
all other states, by allowing them to make their own deci- 
sion and to reap both good and bad consequences of their 
actions. Let us turn away from further efforts to control the 
world before other countries begin to catch on and try to 
inflict their belief systems on us.

The Huskies, however, held the ball for two minutes while 
the clock was not working. Dooley said during those two 
minutes, they didn’t have one good scoring opportunity. 

Dooley was also pleased the Cougars avoided many pos- 


sible dirty situations during the games. 


“We really feel like we were representing BYU,” Dooley 


said.

Congressional hopeful 
encourages political 
activism in speech at Y

The U.S. Supreme Court and the 
separation of religion and state were 
the focus of congressional candidate 
Parley Hellewell when he addressed 
the BYU College Republicans 
Tuesday night. 

Seeking a seat as representative in 
Utah’s 3rd Congressional District, 
Hellewell stated that he would not go 
to Washington as a Republican but as 
a congressman. 

Hellewell said that under the 
Constitution, the Supreme Court was 
not meant to make the laws — 
Congress was. The Supreme Court 
telling Abraham Lincoln not to sign 
the Emancipation Proclamation as 
well as the Supreme Court trying to 
change Andrew Jackson’s decision 
concerning the Cherokee Indians 
were offered as examples of the 
Supreme Court overstepping its 
boundaries as outlined by the 
Constitution. 

The Supreme Court officials are not 
elected officials but appointed offi- 
cials, he said. He also said that the 
Supreme Court ignored all precedents 
when it took prayer out of schools in 


1962. 

Hellewell said the problem is that 
Americans let the Supreme Court take 
action without much of a fight. 
Americans, he said, are not involved, 
not doing what they should be. 

He said that one of his main goals in 
Congress was to bring lawmaking 
back into the hands of Congress and 
that this could be accomplished by 
getting more congressmen to stand up 
for their rights. 

In the days of America’s founding 
fathers, congressmen had to give an 
oath that they were Christian and that 
they would support Christian princi- 
ples, he said. You couldn’t even run 
for office if you couldn’t commit to 
this. 

“We've come from ‘Leave it to 
Beaver’ to ‘Beavis and Butthead.’ 
From Cracker Jacks to crack cocaine,” 
he said. 

The separation of church and state is 
not outlined in the Constitution, 
Hellewell said, but people have heard 
it so much, they think it is. 

“You know there is one interesting 
place where that (separation of church 
and state) is found,” said Hellewell, 

. its found in the former constitu- 
tion of the U.S.S.R. 


U.N. celebration produces 
2 big themes, little action

UNITED NATIONS — They met, 
exhorted, did lunch, dressed for din- 
ner, posed for photos. But in the end, 
the world leaders who came together 
for an unprecedented U.N. anniver- 
sary celebration produced little to pre- 
pare the world organization for its 
second half-century. 

Through a dizzying, three-day ora- 
torical marathon, two reform themes 
emerged: 

¢ From Washington, London and a 
few other capitals, a call for a mini- 
malist United Nations, for eliminating 
agencies, cutting staff, reining in an 
institution “spread too wide,” as 
Britain’s John Major put it. 

¢ From the rest of the world, and 
especially the developing world, a call 
for an even more active United 
Nations, and for a redesigned Security 
Council that shares power beyond the 
veto-equipped five permanent mem- 
bers — the United States, Russia, 
Britain, France and China. 

Under pressure from Washington, a 
campaign to cut waste and duplication 
has been under way here, in stops and 
starts, since the mid-1980s. Its latest 
manifestation: A core U.N. operating 
budget for 1996 that is 4 percent 
below this year’s. 

But the campaign for the second 
brand of reform, a restructuring of the 
world body, has gone nowhere, 
despite what many saw as an opportu- 
nity presented by the end of the long 
U.N. paralysis of the Cold War. 

The world’s new look means gov- 
ernments should no longer tolerate the 
“maldistribution of decision-making 
power within this organization,” 
South Africa’s Nelson Mandela told 


delegates Monday. 

That imbalance is most obvious in 
the Security Council, the U.N. “board 
of directors” that authorizes peace- 
keeping missions, economic sanctions 


and even wars — like the 1991 Gulf 


conflict. 

The Council’s permanent members 
are the same five victorious allies that 
emerged from World War II. But 
times have changed. 

The British and French have slipped 
into the second rank of world powers. 
Germany and Japan have surged to 
the top. Former colonies such as 
India, Egypt and South Korea have 
become major internationa! players. 
U.N. membership has exploded from 
5! in 1945 to 185 today, while the 
total council membership has 
remained at 15 for decades. 

By 1993, the pressure for change 
produced a General Assembly work- 
ing group to consider the Security 
Council’s future. But a Security 
Council summit meeting on reform, 
planned for last January, was canceled 
at the last minute. And last month, the 
working group reported that “impor- 
tant differences continue to exist on 
key issues.” 

Now the 50th anniversary has 
passed, with no decision. 

The politics of human relations have 
intervened — the politics of power 
and jealousy that is the same whether 
played out among 185 nations on a 
planet, or 185 families in a village. 

A consensus has emerged that the 
Security Council should be expanded, 
and Germany and Japan should 
become permanent members. But the 
arguments begin after that. The devel- 
oping world wants some of its major 
players also made permanent.
